The facred figne ordain’d for the High Prieft , and 
Sacrificer, in celebrating of Sacrifice, called the E- 
pbod, feruing for anexternall ornament, was it not 
abufed by Grdeon , Captaine of Ifrael , when of the 
fpoiles of the Madianites , and their carerings, hee 
forged an Ephod ofgold; by meanes. whereof , the 
people fell to great Idolatrie? 

How long was this externallfigne of the Ephod a- 
bufed, when an Image was thereof ereGed in Silee , 
by the Mother of -#/ichas : {0 that Priefts were ex- 
preffely inftiruted to facrifice thereunto, andan Altar 
edified; and thus was the true vfe of holy facrifices 
corrupted ? While the Temple continued in Si/oe, im- 
to what depraucd iand adulterate Rites did the 
Priefts and Sacrificers fall; who were appointed , and 
ordained for the celebration and-Minifterie.of holy 
facrifices, and Sacraments, when. by long cufteme, 
they vfurped this priviledge ouer. the people, that 
when the facrifice was folemnized, and the flefh of 
the oblations wasaboiling, their fonne or fernant 
hauing a trident or iron hooke in his hand he had the 
ibertie torake out of.the pot or Cauldron, whatfo- 
ever he could bring vp withhishooke ? Moreouer, 
with more extreme Leuiticall Tyrannie, this feruant 
ofthe Priefishad the priuiledge, to demand of the 
Celebrater fome flefh to, roaft for the Prieft, or elfe 
he might violently take whatlocuer he lifted.

What groffer corruption can be mentioned,then that 
of the children of £44 the High Prieft, nam’d Ophuzi, 
and Phixees ; who , vnder the colour of deuotion , 
committed infamous Whoredoms, with the women 
that watcht neere to the holy Oraculousfigne, infti- 
tuted by God. For which finne , they were lamenta- 
bly flaine ,and the Arkeo' Couenant violently taker 
away by the Philiftims,whoere&ed it inthe Temple 
oftheir Idol Dagox. But God not permitting this {a- 
cred figne to be thus prophaned, he caufed the Image 
of Dagen tofalldowne, and fent grievous punifh. 
ments vpon the P hiliftims, fo as they were conftrai- 
ned to re-deliuer vp againe the Arke of Gods Co- 
uenant. 

This facredfigne was fo precious and eftimable , 
that being but abufedand prophaned by the Beth/a 
mites » that were not of the Order of the Lexites., 
hftie thoufand of the common people, andf{euenty of 
the moitapparant and remarkeable amongftthem, 
were by diuine reuenge cut off by fodaine death, 

| This example may make them tremble,that pre- 
| fume to profane the fignes and Sacraments inftituted 
i byGod, Yzz2 alfo, for abufing the fame facred figne, 
| thoughit were with agood intention , to eafe the 
| Arkeofthe Couenant , that leaned too much ofone 
| fide, was he not punifhed withdeath? For other pro- 
phanations committed by the Ifraelites , there are 
| examples of Ofias punifhed with Leprofie ; for adul- 
| terating the {acrifices,and affuming the Minifterie of 
incenfing, allotted onely to the Priefts. 

Saul the firftele&ed King of the Ifraelites, was put 
to the Swerd,and his Kingdom fucceeded toanothers 
as was foretold him by Samel, inthathe prophaned

This Idolatrie and corruption of Sacrifices was 
continued by the Ifraelites for more then foure hun- 
dred yeeres, during the reignesof their Kings, who | 
had taught them to adulterate the true manner and | 
forme of Sacrifices , in particular Chappels and Ora- 
tories,edified on the tops of hilles , and confecrated 
in fhadie forrefts , violating the law of facrifices or- 
dained for the hely Temple, in the facred Citie of 
God: For particular examples of abufes committed 
againft the true vfe of facrifices, we reade an hifto- 
rie of «Maacha,the mother of King e4/z, who cau- 
fed an Image to beeerected to god Pan: fhe confecra- 
tedand dedicated vnto hima fhadie Forreft , and ce- 
lebratedto him facrifices. 

e4chab another King of the Ifraelites ereGted an 
Altar ,and procured {acrifices to bee folemnized to 
god Aars ,otherwife called Baal; towhom hee de- 
dicated an vmbragious Groue, to pleafe herein ‘his 
wicked wife Je% abel. Hee alfo built another piri 
an 
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ficing Priefts and inftitured about 40.falfe prophets. 
Hisfonne & fucceflor Ochefias,inftruéted by his father 
in corrupting the true vfe of the facrifices, caufed 
men not onely to immolate to Baal , who fignified 
eMars, but perfeuering ftillin farre wreater corrup- 
tions,he built another Temple to the godofthe Aca- 
ronites, called by ofephus, A1yos;and by the Grecians 
Priapus,to which god hee oftered facrifice, 

Andto bee fhort, what more abominable cor- 


ee 


| gatory fire , which the Ifraelites abufed, caufing their 
| children to paffe through the middeft of the fire, in 
T ophet ,avalley belonging tothe fonnes of Ennoxn, fa- 
crificing to god e Moloch? : 
This corruption of facrifice , though it had been 
pracifed fince «Wofes time , notwithitanding the 
idole of AZoloch , inthe valley of Ennon , was not de- 
molifhed \till.the reigne of good King fofias , more 
| then nine hundred yeeres after «0/es. Neuerthe- 
| leffe, this abufe hath been continued by the Arabians 
‘and Africans,enen to this prefent day ; forthe Alca- 
| ronifts and Mahumetans are ofthis beliefe, that the 
foules of the dead fhall paffe through fire,to,bee pur- 
ged and purified of their offences. By this briefe col. 
lection wee may cleerely difcerne , how from the be- 
ginning of the world man hath fallen by his owne 
defe@ into this gulph ofthe error and corruption of 
Sacred Signes, Sacrifices , and Sacraments inftituted 
forhim, byGod. But the moft capitallabufes, from 
whence the original ofall Idolatry deriues,haue pro- 

, ceeded from this, in that, carnall and flefhly men 
haue bin alwayes more addicted to vifible fignes,and 
externallceremonies, therto things fignified and in- 

i timated ‘in Sacraments; forin ftead of circumcifing 
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I their hearts , and cating off the old skinne of finne , | 
to 


and Altar tothe god of the T yrians , ordained facri- 
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taken and ynderftood the circumeifion carnally, for 
nothing but the corporall foreskin circumcifed. For 


did they follow the interpretation of God hereof by | 


|e Moles, which was to circumcife the prepuce of | 


their hearts ? Did the people of ifrael gine credit 
tothe good Prophet Leremias, who admonifhed them 


| of the {piritnall Circumcifion , and to circumeife the 


foreskin of their hearts , in cafting off the old skinne 
oftheir corruptnature? Thelike hath hapned in fa- 
crifices and facred fignes inftituted by God, for fignes 
of that facrifice confummated in the facred perfon of 
Iefus Chrift: for carnall man had reference tothe 
corporall bloud of the terreftriall beafts, whereas 
man fhould haue raifed vp his fpirit to heauen, 
to haue apprehended what was prefigured and 
fignified , by the Immolation and Oblation of 
beafts.. And therefore diuine Iuftice is denounced 
by the Prophets ; WhatneedehaueI, faith the Lord 
God, of your facrifices? Iamangry with the oblati- 
on ofyour fheep; Itakeno more delight in the bloud 
of oxen, noroflambes, and facrificed goats. Why 
labour youtoere@ Altarsto mee? Ile none of your 
vaine Offerings and Oblations ; I abhorre your In- 
cenfes; I cannot endure your New Moones , -your 
Sabbaths , your affemblies; nor your feaits: all this 
is but vanity. J haue conceiued an hatred againft 
your Feafts of New Meones,O you Ifraelites , and 
your folemne celebrations; Pam .weary with ha- 
uing endured fo much: you are ready toaddrefle vn- 
to mee your prayers, but I will no more heareyou, 
forthe abufes you haue committed , by your hands 
full ofblood: I will acceptofno Bull hereafter, from 
the houfe of Ifrael, becaufe facrifices are not plea- 
fing tomec.

of Iefus Chrift as the Cataphrigians , who brought 
ina kinde of tranfubftantiation of wine into bloud, 
really and corporlly. 

Some others added cheefe thereunto , called Arto- 
tirites; which is tofay,Cheefe-bread-mongers. Cer- 
taine alfo abufi ing this holy Sacrament, in ftead of 
Wine, putin water, vnder pretext of the greater 
abftinence. Others had an Inftitution of {teeping 
breadin the wine,the which cuftome the Meffalians 
alfo retained in their Miffall facrifices, 

For another deteftable corruption of this holy Sa- 
crament , fome Popesof Rome forbade their Mefla- 
lian facrificers,notto adminifterto Chriftian people,

Another title is 
alfo retayned for the Demie Bifhops termed Curates, 
who are fuperintendants in euery Parifh , borrowing this 
nomination, from the ancient Romane Curates : which is 
to fay, a rafing, or fhauing , becaufe the ancient Curions 
and Sacrificers were cut, and fhauenin their heads, after 
the Babilonian manner, or of the Herculean Pontifes,cal- 
led for this reafon Stephanophores , as wearing a Crowne 
ypon their heads. Neuertheleffe, by the reafon that all the 
members of the Miffall Sacrifice , deriue from the Pom- 
pilian Religion, wee fhould wrong the ancient Romane 
Idolaters, to take from them the originall of thefenames 
Maffe, Pontife, and Curate, as may be iuftified by the 
Romane Hiftories. 

As for the veftment of Miffall Sacrificers, Wama or- 
dained that it fhould be white,called by the Latine word 
eA lba,an Aube: which name of Axe continues to this 
day , for the veftment of him that facrificeth and cele- 
| brates Maffe. Moreouer, aboue his Aube,thé Prieft was 
J appointed to wearea Tunickle painted , and aboue that 
the ornament of a Pedtorall of copper or braffe , after- 
wards changed into goldor filuer,, which the Miffalifts 
terme aChafuble. They alfo vfed a vaile to cover their 


heads, when they facrificed called Amidus, firtt infticu-: 


ted by Aeneas.

Bruxus another Miffalian 
Dostor, fantafticates, that by.the Maniple is inferred the 
Miffalian Priefts fpeciall care to dtiue away bad affedti- 
ons : or elfe thar it figures the Cord, wherewith Chrifl 
was bound by the lewes; and that the Stole is a fi- 
gure of the Lords yoake, which the Mafle-prieft_ muft 
weare garnifhed with the Armes of Iulticeon the right 
and on the left hand.

The 
other was a portable Font, to conueigh therein Enftrall 
water into any partof their Temples or houtes, that they 
might be watered with it, for their expiations, and puri- 
fications. They that were to celebrate Maffe, if it were 
to the inferiour gods, it was enough for the facrificing 
Prieft to {princkle himfelfe with that Luftrall:-water. But 
iftche Prieft celabrated Maffe, to the fuperiourgods, hee 
mutt bathe his whole body, and wafh all his members 
‘cherewith., 

Furthermore, he was prohibited, not to-vfe this Lu- 
{trall water for any other purpofe, but for expiations, & 
purgations. Conformable to which Pompilian contti- 
tution, eAlexander the firft of thatname, mext fucceffor 
to the Apofiles of Tefus Chrift, and one of the firlt cor- 
tupters of the holy Sacraments ordained by God, con- 
tinued this Idolatrie, of confecrating and exercifing Lu- 
‘trall water with fale, to repell deuils. Neuertheleffe,the 
betterto maske Pompilian Magicke, he framed this com- 
parifon : fo it is, faid Adéxander, that the athes of an in- 
j uiolated red Cow for facrifice, mingled with Fountaine 
water, purified the people of the Iewes, and therefore 
by amote preualent reafon, water exorcizd®with fale, 
muft needs purifie Chrittians and driue away deuils. 

Was not this.a violating, and corrupting of the holy 
Law of God, tocontent and pleafe the Romaines, tainted 
with the auncient religion of Numa Porspilins the Magi- 
cian? I «Alexander had not yselded to the vfe of falt, 
in{ticuted by the auncient Idolaters for lu(trall water » he 
would rather hauc followed the Iewith ceremonie; and 
ordained Afhesto confecrate the water of expiation.Por 
ifhe thought to difuife it by the Miracle of ELzens, that 
purified the water with falr, Adoy/2s alfo did the like, 
with the wood which was brought him,when the people 
of Ifrael were diftreffed for fweet_ water-to drinke. But

The eMaffe deuided, withthe 


in thefe miracles no mention is made, that Elizews or 
Moy fes inftituted any luftrall water to purifie the people 
of the Jewes. And we cannot finde, that there was euer 
any luftrall water amongftthe Iewifh ceremonies, but 
only with Afhesof the victime offered for facrifice. And 
therefore Alexander and his followers muft needs ac- 
knowledge,that the inuention of fale water exorcizd for 
the remiffion of finhes,tooke originall from Nama Pom- 
pels more then 700. yeates before the Incarnation of 
Chrift. This luftrall water was fo religioufly obferud by 
the Romane idolaters, that more then 360. yeares after 
| the'Incarnationof Chrift, itis related how Valentinian 
the Emperourentring into the Temple of the Goddeffe 
Fortune, a Prieft who was Guardian of the fame Tem- 
ple, fprinckled fomeof this holy Luftrall and falt water 
vpon him, which he tooke out of a Font at the going into 
the Temple: wherewith the Emperour being angred, 
ftrookethe Prieft with his Afperges in his hand, alleag- 
ing how twas rather defiled then purified. 

By thefe true Hiftories the Miffalians may boaft, that 
the firft part of their Miffall factifice is very auncient in- 
| deedsand that their holy-water Fonts, and their luftrall 

{alt waters of expiation, proceed fromthe auncient doc- 
trine of ama Pompilins, butnot from the Euangelicall 
doétrine of Iefus Chrift, which they tearme anew Doct- 
rine, and the New Teltainent, differing from the ancient 
Iewifh ceremonies, and heathenidolatries.. And though 
I cannot fufficiently wonder, wherefore Alexander: pre- 
fumed torenew the Pompilian Idolatrie, confidering he 
had meanes to re(tore the water ceremoniall after the 
marsner of the ewes ; and in this doing,to follow. rather 
the law of God, then that of Numa Pompilins: forhe had 
eafie meanes to get Afhes wherewith to.compound a:lu- 
ftrall water after the Iewith forme : nay, pretious and f{a-
